Circuit Attorney Edward L 
Dowd, in a letter to the Police 


Board today, withdrew his objec- 
tions to any action by the board 
against officers involved in al- 
leged pay-offs by brothel opera- 
tors. 

In his letter, Dowd said he 
understood the commissioners 
were becoming “uneasy” over 
the prolonged investigation by 
the Circuit Attorney’s office 
and the circuit court grand jury, 
which began in June. He added: 
“If you feel you should begin 
taking action at this stage with- 


out further investigation, I, of | 


course, have no objection.” 
Early last month Dowd re- 
quested the police commissioners 
to delay their questioning of po- 
licemen in the pay-off inquiry 
until after the grand jury had 
had an opportunity to make its 
report. At the time Dowd said 
a double investigation by the de- 
partment and the grand jury 
might tend to confuse the issues. 
I. A. Long, president of the 
board, said no action would be 
taken on the letter until the 
regular meeting of the board 
Monday at 2 p.m. At that time, 
he added, the letter will be pre- 
sented to the full board for its 
consideration. He said he saw 
no necessity for a special meet- 
ing. 
Text of Dowd Letter. 
Text of the letter follows: 


“Today’s newspapers carry an 


article attributed to your board. 
It .states that you are uneasy 
over this inquiry, that it is your 
desire that the inquiry be rap- 
idly concluded and someone be 
found innocent or be found 
guilty. 

“In my meetings with your 
board, I described to you the 
complicated and difficult nature 
of this kind of an investigation. 
There are numerous allegations 
of corruption within the Police 
Department, some of which date 
back several years. It has been 
necessary in many instances to 
conduct a rather lengthy inves- 
tigation merely to locate the ma- 
terial witnesses. 

“TI believe it to be my respon- 
sibility to examine each and 
every one of these allegations 
and present all material evi- 
dence to the circuit court grand 
jury. 

“In spite of the many handi- 
caps that are inherent in this 
type of an inquiry, it is proceed- 
ing in a satisfactory manner, but 
it will still require additional 
time for it to be properly con- 
cluded. It is essential that this 
investigation be conducted thor- 
oughly and properly and not 
rushed to a hasty conclusion for 
any reason. 

“T am satisfied that the morale 
of the Police Department will be 
seriously damar if this in- 
quiry were hast: concluded. I 
am happy to say that we have 
had many expressions of support 
and encouragement from police 
officers, because they, too, feel 
that the situation should be 
pressed*to its proper conclusion 
regardless of time or effort. 
This, we intend to do. 


“When this inquiry was orig- | 


finally instituted, Major (James 
F.) Thompson on behalf of your 
board interviewed the police 
officers involved and in addition 
to the interview had them sub- 
mit written reports concerning 
allegations made against them. 
Further, we have kept your 
board advised through Maj. 
Thompson concerning develop- 
ments in this investigation.

| Unsutiivetioed Walkout 
at Livestock Feed 
Plant Follows Firing 
of Employe. 


Production was halted today 
at Ralston Purina Co.’s livestock 
feed plant, 827 Chouteau ave- 
nue, by an unauthorized walk- 
out of 175 production workers. 

At noon, the strike spread to 
the company’ s distribution ware- 
house in East St. Louis when 30 
men left their jobs. 

All the strikers are members 
| of AFL International Longshore- 
| men’s Local 1642. They have not 
established picket lines and 
none of the firm’s other 995 
employes here are affected, a 
company spokesman said. 

The walkout, which started at 
the feed plant last night, re- 
sulted from the dismissal of an 
employe yesterday. The com- 
pany said the worker was fired 
for inability to perform his job 
properly. 

Larry Long, business repre- 
sentative for the local, told the 
Post-Dispatch the walkout was 
not authorized and said he had 
urged the men to return to work. 
| The company-union contract 
'sets forth a grievance procedure 
'and provides that work shall 
‘continue while the procedure is 
carried out, both Long and the 

company spokesman said. 

In firing the employe, Long 
| said, the company failed to abide 
| by a long-standing practice of 

discussing the dismissal with a 
union committee in advance. 
_He said the man was fired be- 
cause of the breakage of a piece 
of ‘equipment with which he 
worked. 

The company said the equip- 
| ment damage was only the latest 
of a series of actions by the em- 
ploye indicative of his inability 
to meet job standards. The firm 
denied that it had any policy of 
discussions with the union pre- 
liminary to discharging an em- 
ploye for cause. 

The dispute was fanned by 
the layoff last night of a man 
who acted as shop steward for 
the union, Long said. The com- 
pany spokesman said the stew- 
ard was laid off for two weeks 
because he was deemed respon- 
sibie for the walkout.

Denies Eisenhower Talk 
Set New Policy—Says 
it Emphasized Better 


Relations Are Means, 
Not an End. 


WASHINGTON, 
—Secretary of State Dulles said 
today East-West negotiations at 
the forthcoming Big. Four for- 
eign ministers meeting will put 
to the test the “true spirit” of 
amity developed at the summit 
conference at Geneva last month. 

Dulles told newsmen that-this 
was a point intended to be made 


Philadelphia yesterday. Dulles 
said there was no new policy 
in the speech. 

The Secretary of State spoke 
with reporters before flying 
from Washington to New York 
where he will address the Coun- 


row at 5:30 p.m. 

Dulles will concentrate on 
problems in the Near East in 
his speech. 

Newsmen asked the Secretary 
what Mr. Eisenhower’s speech 
yesterday was intended to ac- 
complish and what new policy 
line it laid down. 

A Means to an End. 


“I don’t think there was any- 
thing new in it,” Dulles said. 
“It was a clarification and em- 
phasis of what he said before 
the Geneva conference—namely 
that the purpose of Geneva was 
to introduce a spirit to be inject- 
ed into the processes to be set 
up to solve problems (between 
East and West). He emphasized 
that the true spirit of Geneva 
was not an end in itself but a 
means to an end and that it 
would be tested when it is put 
to work.” 

Mr. Eisenhower said _ the 
United States would never make 
a “false” peace with the Soviet 
Union by selling out the rights 
of other péoples. Specifically, 
he said there was no justifica- 
tion for continuing the division 
of Germany, the Red domination 
of Eastern European countries 
and the organization of interna- 
tional Communism as an instru- 
ment of subversion. 

Dulles was accompanied on the 
New York flight by Mrs. Dulles 
and a 12-year-old grandson, John 
Foster Dulles II. 


Brake on Optimism. 


The New York Times said the 
Eisenhower Administration has 
made a policy decision to “put 
a brake on the optimism created 
by the Big Four conference last 
month at Geneva.” 

That is the meaning of themes 
in President Eisenhower's speech 
at Philadelphia yesterday, said a 
Washington dispatch to the 
Times by James Reston. 

The story noted that the 


speech emphasized that the 
“spirit of Geneva,” if it is to be 
“genuine and not. spurious,” 


must not be used to justify the 
division of Germany, the en- 
slavement of the satellites or the 
activities of subversive Commu- 
nism. 


Agreed on by Leaders. 


The story continued: 

Mr. Eisenhower’s theme was 
agreed upon in the National Se- 
curity Council after widespread 
indications that the “Geneva 
spirit” was being regarded in 
some Allied and neutral coun- 
tries, not as a means to a gen- 


eral European settlement, but 
as an end in itself. 
Accordingly, Mr. Eisenhower 


and Secretary of State Dulles 
decided that it was time for a 
public warning. 

That warning was that the 
United States Government re- 
garded the more friendly atti- 
tude at Geneva as a first step 
toward the reunification of Ger- 
many, the extension of freedoms 
to the satellites and the aboli- 
tion of anti-American propa- 
ganda by the Communist ap- 
paratus. 

More than a week ago word 
was sent to all United States 
ambassadors and _ ministers 
abroad—including the Ambassa- 
dor to Russia, Charles E. Bohlen 
—that Mr. Eisenhower was going 
to develop this theme. 

The diplomats were instructed 
to make clear in their capitals

DENVER, Aug. 25 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower today ap- 
proved a program providing up 


to $900,000,000 in federal loans 
to repair or replace defense 
plants damaged in the northeast- 


.ern floods. 


The President signed an exec- 
utive order authorizing the 
emergency program. He also 
approved a tax amortization 


speedup for plants covered by 


the program. 


Mr. Eisenhower's action came 


after two days of study of the 


‘the office of Defense Mobiliza- 


tion, the Civil Defense Admin- 


| istration and the Justice Depart- 


ment. 

Under the President’s order, 
loan aid will be available to de- 
fense and defense supporting 
plants in the flood areas in cases 
where commercial loans on rea- 
sonable terms are not available. 


Damage Put at $1,600,000,000 


Lt. Gen. Samuel D. Sturgis, 
chief of the Army Engineers, to- 
day estimated the flood damage 
at $1,600,000,000 and said the 
area faces “one of the biggest, 
toughest, flood rehabilitation 
jobs since the one Noah faced 
after the great flood of Biblical | 
times.” 

He made the statement after | 
touring the disaster areas. 
said the “loss of life and La 
utter destruction we saw had a 
most appalling effect upon us.” 

Sturgis said no one can esti- 
mate what will. be required to 
put the flood areas “back on 
their feet again.” 

He said his preliminary esti- 
mate of the damage will un- 
doubtedly have to be revised in 
two or three weeks after the 
engineers have made a survey. 


Big Rehabilitation Job. 


Sturgis said the rehabilitation 
job will require the ‘‘utmost” of 


everybody. 
“The loss of lives can never 
be compensated,” he _ said. 


“Many people have lost their 
entire means of economic exis- 
tence.” 

Sturgis predicted: “These 
states will build back, perhaps 
even bigger and better.” He 
pledged the support of the Army 
and the Corps of Engineers in 
doing “everything within their 


_ power to help them do so.” 


He said that as soon as the 


“pressing task of clean-up and 


while this disaster is still fresh 
in the minds of the public, we 
must give constructive attention 
to what must be done to give us 
beter flood protection, not only 


the nation.” 

Sturgis said that despite 
“solid progress” in many areas 
vulnerable to floods, “the nation 
is still a long way from achiev- 
ing even the degree of flood 
protection the engineers are now 
technically capable of provid- 
ing them.” 

With advance approval of con- 
gressional leaders, President Eis- 
enhower ordered into effect yes- 
terday an over-all plan for using 
funds and resources already 
available to numerous Govern- 
ment agencies. They will look

Martini told the Council he 
hopes to call a joint meeting of 
the executive committee and 
Council for next Monday to dis- 
cuss the items to be included in 
the bond issue and the election 
date.

The rationing system will 
become operative in all munici- | 
pal areas before the end of No- 
vember. | 

Portions Vary. 


The broadcast, as recorded in 
London, said the amount of 
grain each person would receive | 
would vary according to age, | 
type of work and grain eating | 
habits in various parts of the) 
country. 

In areas where wheat flour is 
distributed as the staple food 
the monthly distribution will | 
run this way, the broadcast said: |

These measures 
are designed to raise still further 
the initiative of the peasants in) 
increasing grain output so as to 
create the necessary favérable | 
eonditions for China's present 
économic expansion.” |

According to the broadcast, 
farmer with a surplus will have| 
between 80 and 90 per cent of| 
the surplus bought by the state | 
at a fair price” and will be al- 
lowed to keep the rest.

INSURANCE FIRMS 


But Diversified Policies. 


Eliminate Financial 


Strain on Them, Of- 
ficial Says Here. 


Problems faced by insurance 
companies confronted with the 
Eastern flood disaster were out- 
lined to the Post-Dispateh today 
by Holgar J. Johnson of New 
York, president of the Institute 
of Life Insurance, who is attend- 
ing the National Association of 
Life Underwriters’ convention 
here. 

Latest disaster toll from the 
eight-state area is 176 persons 
known dead, many unaccounted 
for, and property damage estl- 
mated at three billion dollars. 

Johnson pointed out that poli- 
cies were so diversified as to 
eliminate financial strain on in- 
surance companies. He said the 
immediate problem encountered 
by the companies to verify 
fatalitics. Next of kin must be 
located, he said, so that prompt 
payment may be made on poll- 
cies 

Agents Cancel Reservations. 
firms have brought in 
claim adjusters from as lar away 
as Ohio to work in the disaster 
area, Johnson Said More than 
50 agents canceled convention 
reservations in order to aid in 
processing claims 

Johnson and other convention 
delegates were unable to esti- 
mate total amount of life insur- 
ance claims which may be filed 
because of the flood, apart from 
property damage claims handled 
by other types of companies 
Johnson said the average MNna- 
tional life-policy was $3600 
Some policies contain double in- 
demnity clauses in event of ac- 
cidental cGeath. 

Another delegate, Edwin H. 
Snow, a Hartford (Conn.) insur- 
ance agent, said that insurance 
premiums on property in areas 
susceptible to floods were rela- 
tively high, with many property 
owners failing to carry insurance. 
Others outside the normal flood 
area, he added, were not general- 
ly inclined to take out such in- 
surance. 

To guard against undue losses, 
rasualty companies often re- 
insure flood policies with other 
eompanies, Snow explained, as a 
protection l.th to the insuring 
company and to its stockholders.

ion and reported he had not 
picked up a single idea there for 
improving his ranching opera- 
tion near Phoenix, Aliz. 

He is a rancher and‘a grower 
of vegetables, fruits and grain. 


“I can’t say I picked up a¥/§ 


single idea that can be adapted 
to my own farming operation,” 
he said in an interview. “I didn’t 
see anything that we aren’t do- 
ing as well or better.” 

Jacobs said the Russians are 


doing “a pretty good job of 
farming” around Tashkent, a re- 
gion he described as most com- 
parable to Arizona of all the 
areas he visited. 

“There,” he said, “they are 
using a method of cotton spac- 
ing that might be tried out in 
some of our cotton areas. But I 
don’t really see any improve- 
ment over our own methods.” 

He said farmers in. Russia 
have virtually no voice in plan- 
ning, with directives and plant- 
ing orders all coming out of 
Government offices. The result, 
‘he said, is that every area is

The problem for France is no 
just withdrawing from a profit- 
able colony as the Dutch with- 
drew from the East Indies. Al- 
most 2,000,000 Frenchmen and 
other Europeans are settled in 
North Africa. Many have been 
tfhiere for generations. They have 
built up businesses and farms, 
taking wheat, oil and wine from 
the irrigated land. 

The problem, as the French 
see it, is to form a Franco-Arab 
community in which the rights 
of Europeans will be protected 
and in which the Arabs can run 
their own affairs. It means, too, 
a community of religion, of lan- 
guage and race. The French be- 
lieve this can be achieved. 

There is another reason 
France believes it must stay in 
North Africa. Without this co- 
lonial territory France would be 
reduced to a third-class power. 
Much of its economy is built on 
North Africa’s reservoir of re- 
sources and the North African 
market for finished products. 

France’s military strength is 
built off its North African terri- 
tories and the men they supply 
to the French army. 

Some French settlers who see 
Arab nationalism as a threat to 
their personal and economic 
safety believe a great war will 
take place sooner or later be- 
tween the two peoples. 

Among the French citizens in 
Algeria there is a clamor for 
organization of civil defense 
groups and issuance of rifles to 
civilians.

The High Cost of Seeing 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your Aug. 13 editorial “Red 
Raspberries for the Reds,” you coun- 
el the abolition of “silly regulations” 
which on one hand allow Russians to 
visit St. Louis, but on the other pro- 
hibit them from visiting Kansas City. 

The point of your editorial, as I 
fake it, is that frequent and wide- 
spread contacts between individual 
citizens make for greater understand- 
ing between peoples as a whole and 
hence for improved relations between 
nations. 


But there is another facet to the 
problem of getting greater contact 
between people which is just as im- 
portant as abolishing “silly regula- 
tions.” and that is reducing the high 
cost of intercontinental air travel. 

For the approximate 7000 mile 
round-trip flight from New York to 
London, tourist fare (off season) is 
$482—almost seven cents a mile. On- 
season, the fare is even greater— 
$522. 

Tourist fare for the 5000 mile 
round trip flight between New York 
and Los Angeles is somewhat less 
than $200, exclusive of tax.

Last year, 
some 912,000 Americans traveled to 
foreign countries (other than Mexi- 
co and Canada). In fiscal 1954, only 
353.754 foreign visitors came to our 
shores. C2

‘The Spirit of Geneva’ 


If there is any genuine apprehension that 
negotiation with the Soviet Union actually means 
appeasement or acquiescence in injustice, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower did his best to dispel it at 
Philadelphia Wednesday. . 

Participating in the American Bar Associa- 
tion’s tribute to John Marshall, he took the 
occasion to reaffirm three basic objectives of 
the nation’s foreign policy and to declare that 
they would not be sacrificed in any “false agree- 
ment” which appeared to condone existing in- 
justices. 

These objectives are: the unification of Ger- 
many; an end to external domination of the 
Eastern European countries within Soviet Rus- 
sia’s satellite ring; and dissolution of the Red 
“international political machine” which seeks to 
subvert the independence of sovereign nations. 

. ~ + 

The President is. quite right, and surely ex- 
presses the predominant sentiments of the Amer- 
ican people, when he asserts with force that 
“we can never accept those wrongs as a part 
of the peace that we desire and seek.” He is 
quite right in suggesting that to acquiesce in the 
permanent partition of Germany, the perpetua- 
tion of captive status for the satellites, and the 
operation of a world subversive apparatus from 
Moscow would be to participate in injustice and, 
moreover, to assure a future conflict. 

Where misunderstanding sometimes arises is 
over the timing and methods by which our ob- 
jectives in these matters are to be sought. Sena- 
tor McCarthy, for example, loudly demanded 
that “liberation” of the satellites be made a con- 


dition of any agreement on any other subject- 


with the Kremlin. President Eisenhower wisely 
resisted that kind of inflexibility. At the Big 
Four conference he stated this country’s position 
on the satellites, but did not insist upon pressing 
the issue when the Soviet delegates declined to 
discuss it at this time. 

This is the only way in which fruitful negotia- 
tions can be conducted—within a framework of 
principle, but with enough flexibility and pa- 
tience to permit stage-by-stage settlements as 
various issues in turn become susceptible of 
settlement. 

+ * « 

Peace cannot be struck off at a single blow. 
Not all injustices can be corrected overnight. 
No sacrifice of long-range objectives is involved 
in the recognition of this simple fact. 

If the President sent Secretary Dulles to the 
October foreign ministers’ meeting with instruc- 
tions to negotiate on nothing until the Soviet 
Union accepted Western views on the three 
issues mentioned above, the most probable result 
would be to end the negotiations at once. Wise 
diplomacy avoids pushing the opposite party 
into corners. Yet wise diplomacy also holds 
firmly to basic principles while pressing for 
settlements based on justice. 


That, we hope, is what the President had in 
mind when he invoked the “spirit of Geneva” 
as a guidepost to future negotiations with the 
Soviet Union. His words give assurance that 
nobody is going to be “sold down the river” in 
those negotiations. Yet if the talks are to be 
fruitful, he and his Secretary of State must be 
allowed room for maneuver and time for the 
achievement of goals that are inherently long- 
range and can be reached only by agreement, 
not by fiat. 
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A Hill Gets in the Way 

As the buildings fall into rubble along the 
downtown Plaza redevelopment area, St. Louis- 
ans have been reminded of a fact that the build- 
ings helped to hide. This is a hilly city. For 
that reason it is impossible for a citizen to stand 
at Twelfth boulevard and look all the way west 
to the end of the Plaza area at Twentieth street. 
One. of the “Mound City’s” mounds gets in the 
way. 

This rise in the terrain is an obstacle, we 
suspect, to the kind of Plaza which most citizens 
had thought would develop. They had expected 
the creation of an unbroken eight-block mall 
from Twelfth to Twentieth streets. The long 
park would be a green and graceful contrast to 
the busy city around it. 

But the rise in ground at Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets breaks the line of vision. From 
either end, a citizen can see about half of the 
mall. The impression of a sweeping park is 
easily lost. And the only way to provide the 
long vista of trees and grass that was expected 
would be to lop off part of the hill in the center. 

Have federal and city officials working on 
Plaza development considered this, or did they 
also discover the visual effects of this rise in 
was cleared? How 
practicable would it be to remove some of that 
ground? At first glance it seems unlikely that 
‘the cost would be excessive. Utility lines must 
be moved anyway and retaining walls could be 
used for the churches left in the area. 

The time to find answers to such questions Is 
before reconstruction of the new Plaza begins, 
The Plaza ought to become one of the impressive 
civic features of St. Louis. And certainly a Plaza 
affording an unbroken view will be more im- 
pressive than a Plaza with a hump in the middle. 
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Rules for Proxy Fights 

The decision of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission to tighten up its rules governing 
proxy fights for the control of corporations will 
be widely welcomed. 

There has been more than a faint suspicion 
that brass knucks and an occasional lead-filled 
pipe have been used in some of these fights, and 
so it is appropriate that the SEC should under- 
take to impose some Marquis of Queensberry 
rules on the arena of the stockholders’ meeting. 
Eye-gouging, kneeing and the rabbit punch ought 
not to be allowed, even when engaged in by suave 
business men wearing Brooks Brothers suits. 

But the task which the SEC has taken upon 
itself is not going to be easy. A proxy fight for 
the favor of stockholders has some of the charac- 
teristics of an election campaign for the favor 
of voters, and regulating it is subject to the same 
difficulties as regulating political debate. Wheth- 
er the object be to “throw the rascals out” of 
public office or out of corporation directorships, 
campaigns of this sort usually strain the truth 
and bring out the worst in the contestants. How 
to enforce decency without impairing the free- 
dom of the contest is no small problem. 

For example, the SEC wants to rule out of 
proxy fights “irrelevant statements which con- 
fuse or mislead,” and “unsupported accusations, 
innuendoes and rhetorical questions.” 

The intent is commendable, but how can the 
two parties to a proxy fight be induced to agree 
on what is an irrelevant statement? As for the 
innuendo and the rhetorical question, these are 
two of the most basic weapons commonly used, 
both in proxy fights and in election campaigns, 
and it is hard to see how the participants can 
be persuaded to park them at the door. 

Still, we wish the SEC well in its search for a 


set of sound rules. If it succeeds, perhaps politi- 
cal debaters in next year’s presidential campaign 
can be persuaded to observe the same restraints. 
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Backward on a Bicycle 

Like last year’s ruling on Swiss watches, the 
White House decision in the long-standing con- 
troversy over bicycle tariffs marks a defeat for 
the principle of expanded international trade 
and lower trade barriers. « 

President Eisenhower did not give the domes- 
tic industry everything it asked, but he gave it so 
much that prices of imported bicycles are ex- 
pected to rise 10 per cent almost immediately. 
The duty on all models is to go up by 50 per cent, 
This will make the duty on lightweight modéls 


11% per cent, and on other types 2214 per cent, . 


of the foreign wholesale value. The White House 
rejected a Federal Tariff Commission recom- 
mendation that the duty on lightweight models 
be tripled to 224% per cent. 


There is no question that the American bicycle 
industry has been hard hit by foreign competi- 
tion, especially from British and German manu- 
facturers. Much of this competition, as the Presi- 
dent’s explanation pointed out, resulted from the 
“ingenuity and resourceful efforts of foreign 
producers and American importers” in greatly 
expanding the American market for lightweight 
bicycles. 


In other words, British and German manufac- 
turers increased their sales in this country by 
producing a type of bicycle which the American 
industry had almost completely neglected. Now 
their reward for this commendable enterprise is 
to be told that the rules of the game are going 
to be changed. 

“The American industry,” said the President, 
“is showing encouraging signs of stirring to meet 
the challenge of competition from abroad. It is 
improving its technology.and appeal to consumer 
tastes. In my judgment, these developments rath- 
er than intervention by Government are the 
domestic industry's real hope for the future.” 


Nevertheless, the White House sanctioned a 
rather massive “intervention” to the tune of a 50 
per cent rise in tariff protection for domestic 
bicycle makers. Our friends and allies abroad 
must be puzzled. To them it must appear that al- 
though the American economy claims to be 
founded on competitive enterprise, foreign com- 
petition begins to face artificial handicaps at 
the point where it begins to be successful. 

The effects of this ruling are likely to be felt 
far beyond the bicycle industry. On the plane of 
broad general principle, both the Administration 
and Congress have strongly supported renewal of 
the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act. On the 
plane of specific action, the bicycle decision sup- 
parts the opposite principle of tariff protection 
for a single industry at the expense of broader 
trade considerations. 

Foreign producers cannot be blamed for ask- 
ing which decision really represents American 
tariff policy. 
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Workhouse Without Work 


More than half the men at City Workhouse 
are without work. Various sorts of housekeep- 
ing jobs exist for perhaps 200 of the inmates, 
but the remaining 250-or more are condemned 
to complete idleness. Many of them are said to 
be literally begging for something useful to do. 

The Workhouse is basically an institution for 
the short-term confinement of petty offenders. 
Unhappily, however, hardened oldtimers also 
occasionally draw a stretch in the 100-year-old 
South Broadway rock quarry. Their presence 
combined with the fact that so many men are 
idle suggests that the institution is more 
apt to be a school for crime than a place of 
rehabilitation. 

What can be done about it? Plans for a new 
Workhouse where all inmates can be kept busy 
on a truck farm have been given top priority 
by the Tucker administration, and that is fine. 
But what to do between now and then? Warden 
Baynes who inherited the Workhouse mess when 
he took the job last May has created a few new 
jobs and has attempted to make life more bear- 
able for the idle by permitting them to spend 
the day in the yard, rather than being caged 
four to a cell. 

While this is certainly a gain, it is difficult 
to accept as the best the city can do. Perhaps 
the answer lies outside Warden Baynes’s prov- 
ince. Perhaps a conference of judges, prose- 
cutors and the responsible city administrators 
might be able to suggest a way out. The present 
policy of dumping men into the Workhouse with 
little thought of helping them to help themselves 
has nothing to commend it. 
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Quick Action on Relief 

The attempt of the Eisenhower Administration 
to find $100,000,000 for relief of the flood- 
stricken Northeastern states without a special 
session of Congress has already met with 
approval from both sides of both houses of 
Congress. We believe it will meet with general 
approval from the country as well. : 

No one wants to spend the time, money and 
trouble involved in a special session of Congress 
at this juncture. Relief can be expedited, more- 
over, by detouring the formality of a special 
session, ' 


The agreement to meet the need in a more 
informal manner than by the convocation of 
Congress has been reached in a remarkable 
holiday of partisanship. A conference of Ad- 
ministration leaders was held in the White 
House. Representative Cannon, Missouri Demo- 
crat, chairman of the House Appropriations 
Committee, conferred by telephone from his 
home in Elsberry with Budget Director Hughes. 
Senate Democratic Leader Johnson of Texas, in 
Washington, pledged co-operation, and so did a 
third Democrat, Arizona’s Chairman Hayden of 
the Senate Appropriations Committee. 

So relief is to go to those who need it, speedily 
and generously, in one of the best traditions of 
our country.

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STRANGE WAY TO LOWER TARIFF BARRIERS 


When Lafayette Was Here

On last Bastille day, July 14, the 
French count, Philippe de Lafayette, and 
his countess were interviewed on the 
morning television program, “Today.” 
Seeing them brought to mind the Mis- 
souri visit of the count’s great-great- 
grandfather, Marquis de Lafayette, on 
April 29, 1825. 

St. Louis had been incorporated as a 
town the year before, and there was 
very little money in the city treasury 
with which to entertain the distin- 
guished visitor. The 
mansion of Pierre 
Chouteau, whose 
family was to start 
the first settlements 
in the Kansas City 
area, was borrowed 


for the occasion, 
and Maj.’ Thomas 
Biddle, paymaster 


in the United States 
Army, offered his 
barouche and team 
of white horses to 
take the general 
about town. It was 
planned to use Marquis de Lafayette 
Judge James H. 
Peek’s team of white horses, also. 
Lafayette was 67 years old, and had 
not revisited America since he fought 
for the colonies in the Revolution at the 
age of 19. In April of 1825 he was com- 
pleting a tour which had taken him to 
all of the then 24 states. A grateful 
Congress had recently given him $200,- 
000 to reimburse him for his own for- 
tune, which he had spent helping Amer- 
ica fight the English. 
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St. Louis Welcomes the General 


The people of the whole city of St. 
Louis began to assemble at the foot of 
Market street on the morning of April 
29. Shortly. after 9 o’clock the steam- 
boat Natchez was seen down the river 
in the Cahokia bend. 

Since there was no wharf, two planks 
were run out from the shore and the 
general and his son, George Washington 
Lafayette, walked down them to be 
welcomed by Mayor William Carr Lane. 
Mr. Lane had written a speech of wel- 
come, but no one could hear a word be- 
cause of the hubbub and cheering of 
the crowd. 

The guests seated themselves in the 
barouche, but the four horses balked, 
and would not pull, never having 
worked together before. After some 
delay the vehicle got in motion, es- 
corted by the horse troop of Maj. Archi- 
bald Gamble. All the way to the Chou- 
teau mansion a huge crowd followed 
Lafayette. 


Slaves Were Kept Out of Sight 


Representatives of several Indian 
tribes were in town because of the fur 
trade, and they, too, joined the proces- 
sion. The low-browed Sioux, the tall 
Osage, the fair Mandau of the Upper 
Missouri, the fierce Iroquois, the roving 
Wyandotte, the Shawnee, the [linois, 
the dark-skinned Creek from Alabama, 
the Seminole and the Chickasaw, de- 
scendant of the Mound Builders—all 
were there that day. 

Negro slaves, including those lately 
brought from the kraals of the Congo 
coast, were kept out of sight because it 
was well known that Lafayette detested 
slavery in any country. 

There was then living in St. Louis an 
old Frenchman named Alexander Bel- 
lisime. He had been one of Lafayette’s 
soldiers in the Revolution, coming with 
him from France. Bellisime had been 
shot through the shoulder and left for 
dead on the battlefield at Yorktown. He 
had recovered enough to crawl out from 
among the dead and wounded on that 
historic field, and after a few years had 
come to St. Louis to make his home. 

On this day he presented himself to 
Gen. Lafayette, who did not recognize 
him. Bellisime then told the general 
of an incident which happened on board 
ship as they were coming from France 
which Lafayette remembered. At this 
the two old soldiers rushed into each 
other’s arms and embraced warmly. 

After the distinguished visitor had 


received many calls at the Chouteau 
home, he was taken in the barouche, 
now drawn by two horses only, to see 
the town. First street was still called 
the Rue Royale, from the city’s former 
French ownership, and Courthouse 
Square was known as La Place d’Arms. 
It was there that, in 1803, France had 
ceded upper Louisiana to the United 
States. - 

As Lafayette passed the courthouse 
square he could see a pillory and a 
whipping post in the center. The latter 
was used for evildoers not sentenced to 
hang. They were whipped on their 
bare backs with a rawhide in the hands 
of the county sheriff who, in each case, 
was sworn by the clerk of the court to 
“lay on the lashes to the best of his 
ability, so help him God.” 


Captain’s Orders to Militia 


It so happened that- Capt. David 

Hill, who was commander of a militia 
company, had his men out on parade 
on the courthouse square that morning. 
There was no money for uniforms and 
very few of the men had guns. When 
Hill saw Gen. Lafayette approaching, 
he began to give orders: 
“Attention company! All you with 
short-tailed coats take the rear rank. 
You with long-tailed coats come to the 
front. All those with sticks, laths and 
umbrellas in the front rank, exchange 
them with those having guns in the 
rear.” 

Just then someone called out: 

“Captain, Cooney Fox is priming his 
gun with brandy!” 

“Such conduct is a scandalous shame, 
at the most important moment in your 
life, when you’re about to salute Gen. 
Lafayette,” bellowed the captain. 

The general alighted from the ba- 
rouche, walked in front of the company, 
and stood while the captain called: 

“Present arms!” 

It may be supposed that in all the 
wars in which Lafayette had been en- 
gaged, he had never encountered a more 
Falstaffian military organization. 


Wild Turkey in Dinner Menu 


The great man next visited the Free- 
mason’s lodge, and was received as an 
honorary member. At 4 o’clock he sat 
down to dinner at the Chouteau house 
with all the city officials. On the menu 
were wild turkey with sage stuffing, 
baked venison, Mme. Chouteau’s French 
bread and frozen custard (that fore- 
— of molec nl Wine for the 
meal was supplied by Auguste Ch 
from his distillery. . mais 

In the evening the general and his 
son attended a ball in their honor given 
at the City Hotel at Vine and Third 
Streets. Lafayette wore his usual cos- 
tume of nankeén trousers and blue 
coat. In his youth he had been red- 
haired, but was now wearing a blond 
wig. After the ball the party went back 
to its quarters on the Natchez, and left 
early next morning for Kaskaskia, III. 


A GRACEFUL EXIT

Between Book Ends 


Masks and Effigies 
SCULPTURE OF PRIMITIVE MAN, by Warner Muen- 

sterberger. (Harry Abrams, inc., 45 pgs., 138 

pl., $12.50.) 

A great deal of research and selec- 
tivity has created this handsome volume 
which surveys pictorially, with 136 pho- 
togravure plates and two in color, sculp- 
ture from Africa, Indonesia, Oceania 
and Northwest America. 

The introductory text explains primi- 
tive as meaning not backward or crude, 
but as a term applied by usage to a 
type of people whose religious beliefs 
are based on myths, folk tales, demons, 
ghosts, magic and witchcraft. These be- 
liefs demanded the worship of images 
and the use of ritual masks. The artistic 
achievement of the people who make 
them was to express the fundamentally 
important quality of such idols and 
masks within the limits of native abili- 
ties, materials and tools. Strange mani- 
festations of form and style resulted 
that were complex and puzzling to ex- 
plorers and missionaries who discovered 
them and these carvings were thgught 
of not as art objects but as part of the 
civilization of {hese strange people. 


It was not until the latter part of the 
nineteenth century that Western Europe 
found meaning and inspiration in these 
masks and effigies and it was not until 
1908 that Stieglitz in his New York 
gallery displayed for the first time in 
America an exhibition of African sculp- 
ture. 

The author does not attempt chrono- 
logical classification of the objects, but 
they are related to place and tribe by 
their form and style that have been 
conditioned by materials and tools avail- 
able to native sculptors. Also certain pat- 
terns and shapes have become associated 
with ritualistic meaning in specific 
tribes, and curious customs are revealed 
in sculptured representations and de- 
signs. With his masks and effigies primi- 
tive man felt protected against sinister 
powers and death. 

Two large double page outline maps; 
one of art centers of West and Central 
Africa and the other of Indonesia, 
Oceania and Northwest America serve 
to make the places seem closer and 
more real. Regional notes on the plates 
shown indicate the museums and col- 
lections where they are found and con- 
tribute much information of related 
folk-lore and myth. | Z 

- 


It is obvious that artists at the turn 
of the century who were searching for 
new ideas and subject matter and who 
were moving away from naturalism and 
realism would be inspired and encour- 
aged by these sculptured forms to new 
simplifications, ingenuity of composi- 
tion and deliberate distortion toward a 
greater directness of expression. 

This book will be particularly inter- 
esting and useful to collectors 
and students’ of primitive as well as 
modern art.

The new wings are religion, Catholic, 
embraced by a man who flew 100 mis- 
sions in Britain’s Royal Air Force in 
World War II. He is Leonard Cheshire,

Cheshire pioneered in the. technique 
of low-level marking of targets in a 
light plane, for the heavy bombers to 
sight on from high above, and his work 
assured the success of some of the. most 
remarkable raids of the war. 

He was an official observer of the 
atomic bombing of Nagasaki, and that 
proved to be a turning point of his life. 
He decided then to pursue his search of 
God—whom he had heard mentioned 
one night in a pub. 

In hardly any time at all he became 
a do-gooder of the first order, establish- 
ing communal colonies (which failed), 
homes for the sick, and wound up tour- 
ing London in a contributed bus—bear- 
ing the word of goodwill to mankind. 
He developed a severe case of tubercu- 
losis, but carried on little the less. __

More Sugqestions on 
Outdoor Equipment 


By Leonard Hall 


Reine columns on camping have brought inter- 


esting letters, including an unusual one about 
fishing for Atlantic salmon up at Anticosti Island 
in Quebec. This island has a strange history, having 
once been the pri- 
vate estate of the 
French _ chocolate 
king, Monsieur Men- 
ier, who bought it 
for $300,000 as a 
salmon fishing pre- 
serve and eventually 
sold it for $3,000,000. 
Anticosti covers an 
area of 150 miles by 
50 miles, which made 
it a fairly fancy fish- 
ing ground. Its own- 
er built 15 fishing 
camps on the small 
rivers on the island, 
each river being lim- 
ited to a_ certain 
number of rods per 
season, and this 
method of propor- 
tioning out the fish- 
ing is followed by 
the present owners, the Consolidated Paper Co. They 
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lease the fishing rights for a fee which includes 
guides, cooks and other luxuries. The chief fishing 
at Anticosti is for Atlantic salmon which come up 
their home rivers each year to spawn. These fish, 
unlike Pacific salmon, do not die as they drift down- 
stream after spawning. But neither do they eat, so far 
as is known, on the journey upstream; and this makes 
it a mystery as to why they take the fly. Many young 
salmon up to three years, which do not spawn and are 
called grilse, are also caught, as are two closely 
related species of trout, the brook trout (Salvelinus 
fontinalis) and the so-called sea trout (Salvelinus 
Oquassa) which spawns in the tidal areas of the 
rivers. 
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ATLANTIC SALMON FISHING would be fun; 
no doubt about it. Also expensive. A more practical 
expedition is described in a letter from Eric Hohn, 
principal of Fairview High School, who is an invet- 
erate outdoorsman and conservationist. He had just 
returned from a wonderful wilderness canoe trip in 
Quetico Provincial Park, which lies north of the 
Canadian border and joins our Superior wilderness 
area. This is the old route of the French fur traders, 
which outdoorsmen are making a tremendous effort 
to have .preserved as primitive canoe country, un- 


spoiled by lodges, summer camps, motor boats and 


helicopters. Hohn was accompanied on his trek by 
his brother-in-law and their three daughters, ranging 
in age from 12 to 15; and I'll say that these young- 
sters must be real sportsmen to cover 80 miles of 
wild canoe country with 27 portages. He made a 
couple of camping suggestions that are undoubtedly 
worthwhile. One was to try out the new Dacron 
sleeping bags which are less bulky and leak less cold 
air than a bedroll made up of blankets. And the 
other was to pack along a light grill, kept in a canvas 
sack so that it won't blacken up the rest of the gear. 
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OUR OWN PREFERENCE for the bedroll is 
based on summer camping in the Ozarks and winter 
camping in the Southwestern desert, Here the nights 
may start out so hot that you want no cover at all, 
except perhaps a sheet, and then cool down steadily 
until a couple of blankets feel mighty good. And in 
addition to this is a purely personal tendency on my 
part to develop claustrophobia in any sleeping outfit 
which doesn’t let me roll over easily, stretch out in 
every direction and even thresh about a bit. So I 
generally prefer to put up with the extra bulk of the 
bedroll in return for not being wrapped up like a 
cocoon. For the North Woods or the high mountain 
country of the West where it turns chilly when the 
sun drops below the horizon, I'd be willing to com- 
promise. 
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MUCH THE SAME THING applies to the cooking 
grill. We often use one when just two of us are 
canoe camping. But when you're cooking for from 
six to a dozen campers, you'd need a grill so big 
¢hat carrying it would be inconvenient. Thus we've 
gotten into custom of building our cook fire between 
a couple of green logs about four or five feet long. 
These are laid touching each other at one end and 
about a foot apart at the other. You build your fire 
between the logs with the sticks of firewood laid 
parallel, never built up in wigwam style. This way, 
they don’t keep falling in, but soon burn down into 
the solid bed of hot coals which are necessary for 
good camp cookery. And the logs serve as your 
cooking range, holding as many utensils as the meal 
requires. Skillets go at the end where they're farthest 
apart, big: kettles in the middle, small ones at the 
Narrow end, 
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THE CHIEF THING IS, I think, to fit your outdoor 
= ‘@quipment to the kind of camping you are doing, 
remembering that the aim is comfort and recreation 
= —not hard work and indigestion and sleepless nights. 
I believe the best example of this we’ve seen was in 
the equipment of Cleveland Grant, the noted wildlife 


& photographer, who with his wife, Ruth, probably 
® pends more time outdoors than in. Through the 
years, they have gathered together complete outfits 
for such sub-Arctic areas as Alaska and the High 
Sierras, for the hot country of the Southwestern des- 
erts and Mexico, and for canoe or other camping in 
the Midwest,

AND SPEAKING of wildlife photography, we've 
* had a lot of fun—as well as a tremendous amount 
=: of work—editing and writing the narration for the 
movies we made on Current river some weeks ago. 
These we're using in our programs for KETC’s sum- 
mer series, “Almanac,” of which the last one appears 
tomorrow night. The film is, we feel, unique among 
Ozark pictures, if for no other reason than that it 
touches only incidentally upon fishing. It tells, in- 
Stead, the story of the river and its people—and of the 
joys of running the swift rapids and floating through 
the lazy afternoons. And incidentally, when we de- 
cided it needed a musical background, we persuaded 
Steve Bloomer, the St. Louis artist and fiddler of 
mountain music, to do a score for us. So now, if you 
see the show, you'll go down Current river to the 
rollicking tune of “Crawdad Reel.”

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Good Pie Depends on Good Crust 


Typically American'?---No, the Romans Tried It First 


By Hoyt Alden 


E ALWAYS think of pie 
Ws being typically Ameri- 

can, but the truth of the 
matter is about all we did in 
this country was add the upper 
crust. But even though we can't 
claim to have actually invented 
the pie, because like a lot of 
dishes it just evolved, there is 
no doubt but that we made it 
what it is today. 

The Romans, according to re- 
search, put a covéring of dough 
over some dishes while they 
baked, just to retain the flavor, 
but they never ate the crust. The 
first pies, that is food inclosed 
in crust, were probably the meat 
pies which appeared in England 
in the Fifteenth Century. As for 
fruit pies, which came later, the 
French insisted that a pie had 
only one crust. They put it on 
the bottom. The English put it 
on top. 

Credit has been given to the 
Pilgrims for. settling the issue 
by putting crust both top and 
bottom, which is the only way 
that a lot of pies, notably apple 
pie, should be made. 

The virtues of good pie crust 
have been the subject of essays, 
editorials and even sermons 
through the years. The great 
Henry Ward Beecher once went 
to town on the subject: “ . 
Let it not be like putty, nor 
rush to the other extreme and 
make it so flaky that one holds 
his breath while eating for fear 
of blowing it away. Let it not 
be plain as bread, nor yet rich 
like cake. Aim at that glorious 
medium in which it is tender 
without being too fugaciously 
flaky, short without being too 
short; a mild, sapid, brittle 
thing that lies upon the tongue 
so as to let the apple strike 
through and touch the papillae 
with a more affluent flavor...” 

Assuming that all good cooks 
want the apple to strike right 
through to the papillae, we will 
strive for that glorious medium. 
Flaky, rather than pliable like 
a wet blotter, yet not so flaky 
that every time you take a bite 
it flutters back to the plate like

trying to eat dry wheat flakes 
with a fork. You've no doubt 
had the experience. 


After all this build-up, you're 
probably braced for something 
as complex as an atomic equa- 
tion. Relax. After years of re- 
search, I’ve never found a better 
crust than the following, and 
here’s all you do: 


Sift two and a half cups of all 
purpose flour and a teaspoon of 
salt together. Then add six 
tablespoons of vegetable shorten- 
ing and three quarters of a stick 
of sweet butter. 

Work the shortening into the 


and tart, like winesaps, pippins 
or baldwins. 

Peel and core the apples and 
then quarter them and then cut 
the quarters into at least four 
pieces. Then mix together three- 
fourths to a cup of sugar, de- 
pending on how sweet you like 
your pie; two tablespoons of 
cornstarch, one-fourth teaspoon 
of salt, one-fourth teaspoon of 
grated nutmeg, and a teaspoon 
of powdered cinnamon. 


Spread ialf this mixture over 
the bottom layer of crust. Put 
the fruit evenly on top of this 
YYyy Ly and then cover it with the rest 
Yyiffyyy of the sugar mixture. 


/ Then dot 
fy the whole generously with but- 
GY, ter and then sprinkle the juice 


of half a lemon around on it. 
Put on the top crust, cut a cross 
in the center and a few little 
gashes around the edges to let 
all the steam out and put it in 
— degree oven for 45 min- 
utes. 


That, it goes without saying, 
is just one of a thousand ways 
to fill the two crusts of an apple 
pie, but it’s a good one, 


I, for one, am a push-over for 
rich and creamy pies, and one 
of my favorites is chess pie. 
This takes a different type of 
crust which is made by sifting 
together a cup and a third of 
pastry flour with three table- 
spoons of sugar. Work a fourth 
of a pound of sweet butter into 
this and moisten it with a table- 
spoon of vinegar. A couple of 
drops more if necessary. Form 
it in a ball, wrap it and chill it 
for an hour. 


In the meantime cream an 
eighth of a pound of sweet but- 
ter with a half cup of sugar and 
a teaspoon and a half of pastry 
flour. Beat four egg yolks very 
lightly, stir in a half cup of 
sugar, and add that. Then stir 
in gradually a half cup of milk 
and add a tablespoon of vinegar 
and two teaspoons of vanilla. 


If your crust is chilled, line 


flour with your fingertips, but 
lightly, and when it is mealy, 
moisten it with not more than 
six tablespoons of ice water. Not 
just cold water. Ice water. Form 
it into a couple of slightly flat- 
tened balls and wrap them in 
wax paper and stick them in the 
refrigerator until you're ready to 
use them. 
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HE thing you've got to re- 
member about apple pies is 
that all apples don’t taste 
alike. Some make good pies,

Notes on Cleaning Plastics. 
HERE are an awful lot of 
T plastics in the world and a 
good many of them have 

names we can’t even pronounce 
or even spell—like polystyrene 
or phenolic. Anyway, there are 
two basic types of plastics—the 
thermoplastic plastics and the 
thermosetting plastics. The 
thermoplastic plastics often sof- 
ten with heat and become hard 
when cold. The thermosetting 
plastics won't soften under heat. 
In the thermoplastic plastics 
you'll find acrylics, cellulosics, 
nylon, polyethlene, vinyls and 
polystyrene. In the thermoset- 
ting plastics group are casein, 
molded melamine, molded phe- 
nolic and urea not to mention 
cast phenolic. 

Now most manufacturers of 
household goods select the type 
of plastic best suited for the job 
but some just grab the first one 
they can get their hands on. 
This is not always so good be- 
cause it means handles of kitch- 
en utensils that melt off when 
they get too close to the stove 
and things like that. To be safe 
it might be wise to treat plastic 
articles as if they were in the 
thermoplastic plastics group — 
the ones that soften under heat 


—unless you are sure that they. 
are not. 

Some plastics can be exposed 
to solvents gees as benzine, gas- 
oline not t8 mention mild acids 
without anytrouble but many of 
them will be damaged by so0l- 
vents. For this reason a good 
rule to follow when cleaning 
plastics is to stick to warm water 
and mild soap. This solution is 
safe for all plastics and as the 
smooth surface is not difficult 
to clean, should do the trick. 
Many plastics can be scratched 
on the surface if harsh abrasives 
are used for cleaning.

doctors? For health’s sake, such high-pressure huckstering 
of food or beverages for children should be severely cur- 
tailed and carefully screened, and recommendati by 
nameless medicos, cloaked in suspicious anonymity, for- 
bidden. 

“*l HOPE THAT YOU EAT CRUSTO EVERY MORN- 
ING BECAUSE THAT’S WHAT I EAT.’—is a triple-threat 
pitch when it’s delivered by the star of the show. This per- 
former, who has for the preceding 30 minutes’ carefully 
built up a warm relationship between herself and her small 
admirers, now shamelessly betrays that confidence for pur- 
poses of peddling. The parent is left with the ugly job of 
explaining the facts of commerce to the guileless child.”

Jonathan really got into mo- 
tion as a performer in 1948 with 
a radio record show in Ohio. A 
year later he moved to Colum- 
bus and into television with a 
show titled “Crazy Quilt,” which 
was just what its name implies 
—a loose combination of small 
acts, ball scores, records, etc. 


“Then I was a commercial an- 
nouncer,” Jonathan said. “I sold 
beer and finally wound up giv- 
ing station breaks. 


“So I went to New York. I 
figuréd that if I was gonna give 
station breaks, I might as well 
give them in New York. 

“I didn’t get to give any, 
though. They didn’t think I was 
am announcer, and I’m glad.” 

Jonathan turned instead to do- 
ing his caricatures in various 
video spots and nightclubs. Short- 
ly, he was appearing on top-line 
shows — Studio One, Omnibus, 
Steve Allen’s show and Jack 
Paar’s. 

He appeared in a revue, “Al- 
manac,” on Broadway, and an 
NBC ¢ontract was placed under 
his ball point pen. The network 
introduced him to “Spectacular” 
audiences in its recent “Remem- 
ber 1938.” 

Where does he go from here? 

“T guess I’d like to do movies,” 
he said speculatively. “I'd like 
a couple of serious parts. I 
guess every comedian wants 
that. And I'd like to get a good 
Broadway play under my belt. 
That’s where you have to think 
—and be good,” 

But Jonathan, married and the 
father of a 5-year-old son, has- 
tened to add: 

“I don’t need a big house or 
a Cadillac.

Since South had a much bet- 
ter hand than his partner could 
expect, he conveyed that infor- 
mation by jumping his response 
to the double. North, however, 
read that jump as picturing 
even more than South had— 
which was obvious’ wishful 
thinking on North’s part—and 
Ieaped on his own account to 
six spades. 


If West had opened a trump, 
North would have regretted his 
own optimism, but West elected 
to lead his partner’s heart suit. 
East won and shifted to the 
deuce of trumps, but this should 
have been too late. South played 
low, and West forced an honor 
from dummy. 


Now South led to his club 
acc, ruffed a heart with the 
eight of trumps, ruffed a low 
club, and finally ruffed his 
heart queen with dummy’s last 
trump, the ace. 


West threw off a club and 
hoped for the best. His hope 
was quickly realized. Declarer, 
with surprising disregard of his 
own attenuated trump suit, led 
another low club from the 
board, bent on ruffing, but East 
had nothing to lose by tossing 
the spade six on this trick, and 
when South overruffed, West 
had a sure trump trick in his 
10-7 against South's Q-5. 

South started off well but he 
miscalculated badly when he 
tried to exit from dummy by 
ruffing a second club.

The children had reached 
an age (boy 7 and girl 13) when they didn’t need her con- 
stant attention. She was putting in hours every day on 
women’s clubs, children’s theater, etc., which she could drop 
in order to earn some extra money for the girl’s college 
education (we have insurance for the boy’s) and also earn 
a little more for a few luxuries for herself. 

“Now my salary is $700 a month and hers is $310. The 
girl is 21 years of age and earning her own living. We 
spent about $2000 on her college education and we still 
have about $2000 in the bank. We have two cars, though, 
so we can both drive to work and part of my wife's salary 
goes for a part time maid. We eat out more than half the 
time, but we are all agreeable to this.

Ways to Fix 
Summertime 
Pork Dishes 


By Edith M. Barber | 


ORK is no longer considered 
P inseasonable in the summer. 

Of course we have always 
made good use of smoked pork, 
or ham, during the hot weather 
period while avoiding the same 
meat in fresh form. 


Nowadays, however, we will 
often find a special price listed 
for pork chops. While they take 
longer to cook than lamb chops, 
they’re usually ready to serve in 
about a half hour. This shouldn't 
heat up the kitchen very much. 


* * * 


ALTHOUGH BROILED PORK 
CHOPS are often listed on res- 
taurant menus, it is usually bet- 
ter to use pan broiling until the 
meat is well browned. Then the 
pan should be covered and per- 
haps a small amount of liquid 
added. Simmering over low heat 
will make the meat tender and 
delicious. 


Apple sauce is a classic ac- 
companiment for pork. Instead, 
you may like to saute green ap- 
ple slices in the fat that accym- 
ulates in the pan. When the 
apples are tender, they may be 
sprinkled with white or brown 
sugar and the pan recovered for 
a few moments. A bit of nutmeg 
or cinnamon may be added. 


Canned peaches also go well 
with pork. There will be so few 
fresh peaches this season be- 
cause of unseasonable frosts that 
we will be turning to the canned 
fruit more often than usual in 
the summer. The halves may be 
drained and sauteed very lightly 
in the fat. They may be sug- 
ared or not, as you like.

Sauteed Peaches. 


Drain peaches’ thoroughly. 
Pour off all but about two table- 
spoons of fat from pork chops. 
Saute peach halves lightly in 
the fat. Sprinkle with sugar and 
cinnamon if desired and serve 
around pork chops.

Braised Pork Chops. 
Dredge chops with flour. 


Brown quickly on both sides in 
skillet, lightly greased. Season 
with salt and pepper. Cover and 
cook slowly over low heat about 
30 minutes until tender. If de- 
sired, most of fat may be poured 
off after chops are browned and 
half a cup of orange juice and 
one teaspoon grated rind added.

She was the only one who 
could make the Archbishop fol- 
low his doctor’s orders. She is 
credited with having stopped 
lynch law in Trinidad, Colo, 
She parleyed with Apache scouts 
when the tribe was prepared to 
attack.
